2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to a method and system for mitigating interference among 
wireless communication links via providing channel diversity, including the unique functions of: 

"determining compatibility of said spatial signatures by correspondence to a schedule 
of active radios vector. 

weighting a plurality of schedule of active radios vectors such that a heaviest 
weighted schedule of active radios vectors provides for a highest number of parallel 
communication links, wherein said plurality of schedule of active radios vectors comprises said 
schedule of active radios vector." 

The closet prior art, Laroia et al, (US Publication 2005/0073973), discloses a method and 
system for reducing inter-sector interference by dynamically providing the appropriate classes of 
services and types of channels based on the system loading and the user requirements. However, 
Laroia fails to anticipate or render obvious the above quoted limitations of the present 
application. This renders the claims allowable.
